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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 18, 23, 24, 28, 29, and 33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Neither prior art of record nor references teach a method of cooling an axle assembly 
comprising steps of removing heat from the lubricant within the axle assembly with two coils, 
removing the heat from the coils with the cooling fluid passed through the passage within the 
coils, wherein the axle assembly includes axle shafts disposed within axle housings, the entire 
coils disposed underneath the axle shafts; and particularly wherein the coil is disposed between a 
brake assembly and a differential gearset as recited in claims 18 and 29.
